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35 USC 112 Rejection 

Applicant's arguments were fully considered and were persuasive. As such, the 35 USC 1 12 1 st and 2 nd paragraph rejections are 
withdrawn. 



35 USC 103 Rejection 

Applicant's arguments were fully considered but were not persuasive. 

Regarding the remarks on p. 5, second paragraph, Applicant argues that "clearly, the new data is not simply characteristic data of the 
checkpoint, but is instead new production data for the production database. However, the claims do not recite that the new data is new 
production data. The claims merely recite "new data". As such, the broadest reasonable interpretation as seen in the previous action was 
used. Furthermore, "be[ing] the file system data" after the switch can mean merely that data in general is stored in a file system, and when 
the systems are switched, the secondary system's general data (which is on a file system) is used as the primary data. 

Regarding the remarks on p. 6, 1 st paragraph, Applicant argues that the interpretation of 'new' as already existing in the production 
database is "entirely eithout merit." The examiner respectfully disagrees. The word "new" is broadly and reasonably intepreted in this 
situation as being new at least with respect to time. As seen in the prior action, since the prior art "continuously updates" the checkpoint, 
the data in the checkpoint is newer in time than the data in the production database at certain times, even if other portions of the data may 
be the same. Thus, continuously updating the checkpoint meets the claim limitation. 

As to the issue of combination on p. 6, second paragraph, the examiner has provided proper motivation for combining the references. The 
ability to improve accessibility for file system data is a motivation, as seen in the prior action. It should be noted that the combination was 
made so that the production database would be available during the load. Note also that the second reference is drawn to making a 
production database available during a loading process. Thus, the examiner respectfully disagrees with Applicant's argument that the 
examiner did not identify any particular reason for one of skill in the art to combine the references. Furthermore, no improper hindsight was 
used. 

Applicant's arguments were fully considered. For the above reasons, the prior art rejection of the claims is maintained. 
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
